REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant argues Kressin et al. do not teach or suggest querying a user to specify the properties. However, Kressin et al. teach 
the commamd line driven programs have a correspondent setting up with a series of Graphic User Interface buttons. Because 
of the correspondence, the command line interface has to guerv the GUI programmer to specify properties in order to creat the 
correspondent GUI based on these properties. Kressin et al. cite "The initial step of the invention is the creation of a Table 
which provides a correspondence between each command of an application program and a button. The button/command 
association (table) is establised by the GUI programmer... ." on column 3. line 64 through column 4. line 7. Therefore, the step 
of Querying the GUI programmers has to happen in order to generate the correspondent GUI. Kressin et al. also cite The user, 
working in an X-Window environment, starts both the command line application and its associated GUI program identified in 
step 500. The application is now waiting for user input via a command line prompt and the GUI program is initialized witrp a 
selection of buttons" at column 4. lines 9-14. Therefore. Kressin shows guerving a user to specify properties of one or m jre 
option groups provided by each of said software applications.
